There has never been a time in this country when the saloon 


and the traffic in intoxicating beverages has not been regarded as 
an evil. This idea of the liquor business has always prevailed. It 
was universal. 


The saloon itself, its lawlessness, its fixed habits, it general 


character were always the subject of denunciation, even in the 
ranks of the liquor industry itself. This paper could be filled with 
quotations from the oldest and most reliable of the liquor journals 
of the old days in which the saloon and all its practices were con- 
demned in the most drastic language. 


In those days the liquor business was accepted as a necessary 


evil. The idea then was held in only the most limited circles that 
the time might ever come when the saloon would cease to exist. 
Accepting the liquor traffic as an evil that must be endured, the 
best minds in the land were concerned about regulating it 


There were certain hours in the day when it must be closed. 


There were certain days in the year, such as the Sabbath, election 
days, and times of public disorder, when saloons were compelled 
to close and the liquor business forced temporarily to suspend 
operations for the public good, and the benefits of such a course 
were generally recognized and acquiesced in. 


There were further restrictions. Saloons were not allowed 


to operate within certain fixed distances of churches, schools 
and similar institutions. Even their furniture was regulated by 
law. Still further, certain classes were not allowed to enter sa- 
loons. And as a further demonstration of the suspicion in which 
the traffic was held, it was taxed heavily as an added penalty for 
its existence. 


Everything conceivable was done to hedge about a business 


in which no one had any faith. The liquor traffic was looked upon 
by manufacturers as an enemy of the nation's industrial life. It 
Avas looked upon by business men as a hindrance to retail trade. 
Agriculture never had any use for the traffic in beverage intoxi- 
cants. While by all classes it was regarded as the arch enemy of 
the home and the school. For these reasons year after year its op- 
erations were narrowed down and an increasing burden of taxa- 
tion was placed upon it until everywhere the number of saloons 
was materially reduced.

But no matter how heavy the handicap, the power of the sa- 


loon and the liquor business to work evil grew apace. It was final- 
ly recognized that there was no such thing as regulating the saloon 
to the point of decency.

Great, isn't it? As they would say in the comic strips, that 


sentence is all right, but it doesn't mean anything. If this amend- 
ment could be legally adopted it would be possible to open up in- 
numerable saloons all over Ohio. The amendment would legalize 
the sale of 3.50 percent drinks in all of them. Who would be sta- 
tioned in these saloons or places of abode to analyze every glass 
of liquor poured out to ascertain whether its alcoholic content 
came within the meaning of the amendment? To ask the question 
is to reveal its absurdity. The whole thing can be dismissed as 
another of the transparent frauds which this traffic has attempted 
to impose upon the public for the last half century. 


To get anywhere under the provision last quoted would re- 


quire a chemist or bacteriologist in every saloon or "place of 
abode" in Ohio where liquor was made or sold. The thing is so 
preposterous and so at variance with ordinary intelligence as to 
carry its own refutation on its face. Under this iirst clause there 
could be such a saturnalia of drinking in Ohio in 1923 as would 
cause our fathers, accustomed as they were to the bestial excesses 
of alcoholism, to turn over in their graves in disgust. 


The above sets forth a few of the dangers embodied in the 


first clause of the brewers' proposal. Tomorrow the second clause 
will be analyzed and shown to be equally dangerous in every re- 
spect. This second clause grants the right of possession not only 
of the proposed new 2.75 percent drink, but of the so-called "hard 
liquors, such as whiskey, brandy and other beveraees of hirfi 
alcoholic content.
